The head wearing the 
iewelled crown looks stiff and stilled, and 
vet it is here that the artist put in his best 
efforts In fact, one wonders if the re- 
storer did not eradicate some telling 
strokes, as everything but the head seems 
rather sketchy. However, the grey-green, 
silvery colortones make a_ beautiful 
harmony. 

Mrs. Emery’s collection boasts of a 
Rembrandt and a Goya, which quite over- 
shadow the Titian she has already given the 
Museum It is her intention to bequeath 
all her art treasures to the Museum. 

When Dr. Bredius visited this country 
last vear. he was delighted to find a Rem- 
hrandt, “Portrait of a Young Girrl,” in the 
library at “Edgecliffe.” In this room, also 
hangs Goya’s Portrait of the “Countess of 
Ouinto,” which is strikingly beautiful.

First, of doubtless, a number of foreign

England, and sent over by his son, Mr. G. | 
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F. W. Hood, who is presumably now at the 
front with the English army. 

Che collection, now on view at the Amer- 
ican Art Galleries, and which is to be sold 
in the Plaza Ballroom by Mr. Thomas E.

There is a study of Landseer, 
“A Highland Ferry,” another study of a 
Horse by Delacroix; drawings by Cipriani 
and Parmigiano; watercolors by Catter- 
mole, the English painter, and McCormick, 
a sketch of John Kemhle, as Hamlet, by 
Lawrence; a panel “The Nativity,” given 
to Jan Steen; another of “Horses Drink- 
ing,’ given to A. Cuyp; two charming ex- 
amples of Van Goyen; a typical Zucchero 
of Lady Elizabeth Dacre, fair examples ot 
De Koninck; Ladbrooke and Isabey; a good 
Wouvermans; an equally good de Keyser; 
typical examples of Thos. Nasmyth and 
Barker of Bath, a self portrait—one of the 
many—attributed to Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
resembling that in the National Gallery; 
a fair woman’s portrait, and a striking one 
of Admiral Berkeley, by Beechey; a good 
Opie, an important portrait of Mrs. Bushell, 
given to Raeburn, and a fair Van der Helst. 
and, last but not least, the well-known chef 
d’oeuvre of that eminent aPinter and Divine. 
the Rev. Matthew Peters, the large and 
showy “Shakespeare Nursed by the Tragic 
and Comic Muses,” painted for that old art 
patron, Alderman Boydell.
